Executive Summary 


In our first progress report from our Again, most progress was recorded in

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Introduction « Background 


The Global Tuna Alliance (GTA) is 

a precompetitive collaboration of 
independent retailers, suppliers, 
wholesalers, and brands active in the 
seafood sector and with a major interest 
in improving the sustainability of the tuna 
sector in a socially and environmentally 
responsible way. Collectively, these 
companies form one of the world’s most 
extensive networks of seafood wholesalers 
and suppliers to the consumer, particularly 
tuna. 32% of the world’s tuna catch passes 
through our Partners, with a dock value of 
USD 2.3 billion, and an end value of USD 
9.2 billion.

Methodology 


GTA Partners received a questionnaire 
to self-complete at the end of 2022. A 
similar survey will be carried out at the 
end of 2024. Partners will be audited by 
a third-party in 2023 and 2025 (the final 
year of the 5-year strategy). 


The results of the questionnaires were 
analysed and two dashboards were 
created for each respondee. The first 
dashboard (Annex 1) contains the answers 
to the survey questions and provides 
means of gauging progress made anda 
‘gap analysis’ of which areas need to be 
worked on.

34 of 50 Partners responded to the 
questionnaire, which is a 68% response 
rate and disappointingly lower than that in 
2021 (84%). 


Progress against KPIs (Annex 2 and 
Annex 3) was derived from the answers 
submitted to the progress survey 
(captured in the progress dashboards in 
Annex 1). 


An unweighted metric was calculated 
to complete KPls in each of the three 
strategic priorities, and overall, to better 
demonstrate achievements. 


The graph on the following page 

shows how each of the 34 respondents 
performed in meeting the KPls from 

three strategic priorities, and overall. A 
maximum score was 100 for each, and 300 
overall.
